Washington, July 7.—Calvin Coo- 
lidge, Jr., died here at 10:30 o'clock 
in the Walter Reed Army hospital 
following a sinking spell which came 
yer him garlier in) the evening. 

‘he * President’ ‘na Mrs. “Gooltage 
and the older son John were at the 
bedside at the end. 


-A statement issued at the White 
house at predieted the death 
ot the boy momentarily and although 
restoratives: Were applied constantly 
it was useless as the poisonous gas- 
Bes rapidly sapping the 16- 
year-old boy's vitality. ‘ 

The mother of the boy, tired and 
torn by her long vigil was on the 
“verge of a nervous breakdown. The 
president was at the boy's bedside 
constantly until the end. 

Calvin Coolidge, Jr., while playing 
tennis last Monday rubbed a small 
blister hjs foot. The blister 
became infected and almost imme- 
diately developed into blood poision- 
ing in the worst form. Hé was hur- 
ried to the hospital where his con- 
dition becgme worse. Five physi- 
cians mes called into attendance. 

Weakeneil trom the ravages of 
the poison he was forced to under- 
go the shock of a bone operation. 
At first after the operation he seem- 
ed to rally but soon his condition 
became more grave, and little hopes 
were held for his recovery. 

At noon today physiciens issued 
a bulletin in which they declared 
Calvin’s condition to be “etremely 
grave.” One put it plaiuer saying 
that he had one chance in ten thou- 
sand to recover. 

At 7:55 tonight a bulletin issued 
by attending physicians said that 
deat hwas epectedat any moment. 

Calvin suffered a sinking spell 
and physicians had hoped that he 
would rally: At 10:30 tonight, after 
more than a weeks’ terrific struggle 
against the ravages of the poison 
that slowly smothered the life out 
of the boy, he lost his battle for life.

He had been 
a member of the fire department 
only two weeks and during that time 
he acquired a wide circle of friends, 
Ile was well liked and highly respect- 
ed by his fellow firemen and (Chief 
Johnson declared that he had promise 
of becoming an excellent fireman. 
Young Pfensig was recently discharg- 
ed from the Navy. 

Just how he lost his life will never 
be known. Firemen who were near 
declare that: it was impossible to de- 
termine whether ‘he fell backward 
from suffocation of whether he slip- 
ped on the wet roof. He plunged 
threugh a skylight forty feet land- 
ing on his shoulders and neck, death 
coming almost instantly.
